15 and the figures presented are- those 
obtained In about tho middle of March 
of the present year, and refer to 1913, 
a fact that Is especially Interesting

last year's administration. Figures on 
which the experts have based their 
opinion-svero those of tho

BERLIN, Oct. 17 (by wireless to Say- 


vine, Ij. T.).—According1 to announce- 
ment nmde in Berlin 
today, German 


troops In the vicinity of Ostend have 
reached tho North sea nnd fighting la 
going on as far to the west as Dun- 
kirk.

Figures on 
which tho experts nave based their 
opinion were tliose of the expenditures
